AGE-OLD BUILDING MATERIAL 


“Piss” in Use for Many Centuries, Is 
Merely a Simple Form of 
Concrete. 

What is pise? The word, which tn 
its coniplete form is written pise de 
terre, betrays a French origin and, 
from its general appearance, might 
well suggest some affinity with the 
world of art. These preliminary 1m 
pressions, however, will be found mis- 
teading. There is nothing peculiarly 
French in pise dwellings, though they 
are common enough In some parts of 
France. and reference to them abounds 
in French Uterature of the eighteenth 
century. 

The word itself, traced to Its Latin 
origin, apparently means nothing more 
artistic than “battered.” Perhaps the 
simplest definition of pise Is provided 
by Pliny the Elder, who calls it 
“earth battered between boards,” 
meaning by boards a form such as may 
be used for concrete {n construction 
work. 

The Ronan sage adds that it was an 
old and well-tried system of building 
and remarks that Hannibal used this 
material for watch towers on the tops 
of hills in Spain during his campaign. 

Who knows whether it was not also 
in use when Cheops built his Great 
Pyramid; for there are prehistoric 
pise buildings in New Mexico and Art- 
zonk which, some say, date back al- 
most to that period? 

Certainly history cannot trace the 
system to its origin, and the pise 
dwellings now visible in France, Spatn, 
America, the British colonies and 
elsewhere riny give no complete indl- 
cation of the extent to which this ma- 
terial was employed In other centuries.

The most elaborate and the largest 
map tn the world ts the “valuation” 
map of the city of London, which was 
some twenty years in the making, and 
which is more than thirty feet wide 
and twenty feet from top to bottom. 
The map is of the metropolitan dis- 
trict of London, embracing an area of 
115 square miles, and every house, 
shop and piece of property in that 
/Nearly 40,000 separate 
‘estates are listed, 


Some curious and interesting facts: 


about London tandlords are shown hy 
the great map. The wealthiest estate 
{s that of the duke of Westminster, 
‘400 acres, with a rent roll of $15,000.- 
000 per year. This is not by any means 
the largest estate 'n London, however, 
though its location makes it the most 
valuable. In South London is one es- 


. tate which covers four square miles, 


and there are several exceeding two 
square miles. .Lord Howard de Wal- 
den'’s estate/brings in rents to the 
amount of $10,000,000 per annum, and 
the 250 acres belonging to the duke of 
Bedford rent for $10,500,000 per year. 
Lord Northampton, the duke of Nor- 
folk; Lord Portman and Ear! Cadogan 
each own around 200 acres of city 
property, and their rents run from 
about $5,000,000 to $8,000,000 per year 
each. Not a bad idea to let a city like 
London grow up around one’s farm.

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SCHOLARS TO GET RECORDS 


Attendants of Welsh Schools and Cel- 
leges Will Embark on an tn- 
tereating Experiment. 

Wales, through her schools, is about 
to launch an experiment. Schools:and 
colleges have been invited to make a 
collection of all the Welsh field, place 
and road names, including those of 
lanes, hills, woods, mounds and dykes, 





map the spots to which the names are 
attached, 

A fund has been placed at the dis- 
posal of the Welsh department to 
provide the materials for the records, 
which will be collated by the board 
of Celtic studies in connection with 
the university of Wales, and deposited 
in the Welsh library. 

Each school is recommended: to re- 
tain a dupli¢ate of the record. which 
can be added to from time to time. 
Space is provided for supplemental 
information on such matters as the 
existence of rural industries; the 
survival of old or curious customs or 
crafts; peculiar words or pronuncta- 
tions; local proverbs or quaint say- 
ings; the*use of old agricultural. im- 
plements; particulars of interesting 
local “characters” who. .may | have 


their benefactions, or their services 
during the war. 

Thongh it is intended for Wales, 
‘there is no reason why a similar 
scheme should not be put into force 
in the other parts of the United King- 
dom. The framers of:the scheme have 
hit upon a method of making the 
teaching of history and geography a 
very living thing, of great educational 
and national value.—London Mall,

HARD TO GET CONDOR EGGS 


Only Seven Are Known to Be in Ex- 
istence, and the Bird Iteelf 
Is Near Extinction. 

The Academy of Science in Phila- 
delphia, some years ago, lost an egg. 
Presumably it was stolen, It wae the 
egg of a California condor, and worth 
a lot of money. 

Only seven eggs of that bird are 
known to exist in collections, It fre. 
quents the most Itnaccessible peaks in 
southern California, and hatches its 
young at dizzy heights in caves in the 
faces of cliffs. Thus the task of pro- 
curing an egg is one involving utmost 
danger. 

The species, a gigantic vulture, has 
been almost exterminated. Cattlemen 
and sheepmen poison carcasses to de- 
etroy wolves and bears; the condors 


| eat the bait and die, 


That an ostrich egg may be danger- 
ous, {if overripe, was discovered a 
while ago by Doctor Bauer of the 
Smithsonian Institution. While he 
was boring a hole in one, It exploded, 
the flying fragments cutting him bad- 
ly. 

The eggs of some orioles are marked 


with grotesque figures, often resem- 
bling Chinese characters. Experts in 
oriental languages have on occasions 
been asked to read them, but no sat- 
isfactory transintion has been ob- 
tained.

Why Three Meals a Day; 

The theory is .advanced from time 
to time that one or two meals a day 
are preferable to the three commonly 
served in this country. If the same 
amount of food is to be eaten it is 
hard to see the advantage of two very 
hearty meals over three ordinary one, 
The best physiological evidence im- 
plies that moderate quantities of food 
taken at moderate intervals, are more 

asily and completely digested by or- 
dinary people than larger quantities 
taken at intervals, ‘remarks ah ex- 
change. If the food ordinartly taken 
is considered excessive and the - alm 
is simply to reduce the amount, It 
would seem more rational to make all 
the meals lighter fhan to leave out 
one.
